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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-5, 7-11, 13, 15-17, 19-37, and 73-79 are currently pending and are presented 
for examination in the response. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for withdrawing the claim objections and some of the 35 
U.S.C. §§102-103 rejections (Office Action at page 8). 

Applicant further thanks the Examiner for indicating allowable subject matter in the 
Office Action at page 7. In the Office Action, the Examiner indicates that claims 1, 3-5, 7-11, 
13, 15-17, and 19-24 are allowed. The previous indication of the allowability of claims 25-37 
and 73-79 has been withdrawn in view of a new reference. 

In order to expedite prosecution, Applicant cancels claims 25-37 and 73-79 without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Accordingly, only allowable claims 1, 3-5, 7-11, 13, 15-17, and 19-24, 
remain pending in the application. The 35 U.S.C. §103 rejection of claims 25-37 and 73-79 is 
therefore moot.
